Receipt  is  hereby  aclmowledged  of  your  letter  dated  March  4, 
1949,  and  we  are  enclosing  check  payable  to  your  order  in  the 
sum  of  $15.00,  as  per  your  instructions  in  said  letter. 

¥e  are  representing  Mrs.  Agatha  Spyra,  3218  Winter  Street, 

Fort  Wayne,  Indiana.  I4rs.  Spyra  is  a  widow  and  has  no  children  nor 
any  other  relatives  in  this  Country.  She  is  very  anxious  to  have 
her  niece  come  here  and  make  her  home  here.  The  name  and  address  of 
said  niece  is:  Victoria  Niemczyk,  Luszowice  I50,  P.  Chrzanow 
Poland.  Said  niece  is  twenty- three  years  of  age,  is  unmarried, 
resides  with  her  parents  and  expresses  a  desire  to  come  to  this 
Country  and  make  her  home  with  Mrs.  Spyra.  The  niece's  parents  are 
in  complete  accord  with  said  desire. 

As  stated  in  our  letter  of  P-Iarch  2,  1949 ^  proper  affidavits 
with  supporting  letters  have  been  obtained,  forwarded  to  said  niece, 
and  she  has  presented  the  same  to  the  American  Consul  in  the 
American  Embassy  at  Warsaw,  Poland.  We  quote  the  following  from 
a  recent  letter  from  said  American  Consul: 

"I  have  examined  with  care  the  visa  dossier  of  Miss  Niemczyk 
and  find  that  the  Embassy  has  communicated  with  her  regarding 
the  matter  of  her  application  for  an  immigration  visa. 

However,  as  the  prospective  immigrant  is  not  entitled  to 
preference,  the  Embassy's  only  possible  action  in  the  case 
at  the  time  was  to  place  her  name  on  the  immigration  waiting 
list  of  intending  immigrants  as  of  January  27,  1948.  Favor¬ 
able  action  will  not  be  possible  until  a  quota  number  is 
available  for  her  use." 

If  an  immigration  visa  can  be  obtained  from  the  American  Consul, 
Lliss  Niemczyk 's  father  assures  us  that  he  will  be  able  to  arrange 
for  a  passport  from  the  Polish  Government. 

r/[rs.  Spyra  is  not  well  physically,  and  her  local  physician 
feels  that  her  condition  is  due,  in  part,  to  the  fact  that  she  is 
entirely  alone  in  this  Country  and  that  her  condition  would  improve 
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materially  should  she  be  able  to  have  her  said  niece  with  her. 

¥e  can  assure  you  that  Mrs.  Spyra,  although  not  a  wealthy  woman,  is 
in  a  position  to  guarantee  proper  care,  maintenance,  and  support 
of  her  niece.  Both  she  and  we  would  be  most  appreciative  if  you 
are  able  to  arrange  for  Mss  Niemc2yk  to  come  here. 

Please  keep  us  advised  concerning  your  progress  in  this  matter.

Dear  Sir: 

I  have  received  the  following  information  from  Poland  relative 
to  Miss  Klemczyk:  She  has  received  all  necessary  documents  from  her 
sponsor  in  America,  and  she  has  registered  for  immigration  to  the 
United  States  with  the  American  Consul  in  Warsaw,  Poland  on  January 
27,  1940  and  her  registration  humber  is  38,196. 

Miss  Niemozyk  is  subject  to  the  Immigration  laws  of  the  regular 
quota  of  Poland  I  which  quota  is  very  small  compared  to  the  number  of 
people  who  wish  to  leave  for  the  United  States,  and  she  must  wait  at 
least  two  years  before  the, Consul  will  ask  her  to  appear  and  file  an 
application  for  a  visa.  We  cannot  expedite  the  issuance  of  a  visa 
to  her  with  a  request  to  the  Consul,  as  he  must  abide  by  the  immigra¬ 
tion  laws,  and  the  sending  of  any  money  to  the  Consul  may  spoil  her 
chances  of  coming  to  the  United  States. 

^  Kindly  see  that  Mrs.  Spyra  receives  the  enclosed  explanation  of 
the  case  in  Polish i  vjhich  will  no  doubt  answer  many  of  the  questions 
she  may  have  in  mind.* 

If  either  you  or  Mrs.  Spyra  write  me  about  an  year  from  now,  I 
will  be  able  to  fill  out  an  application  for  Miss  Niemozyk  for  her 
Polish  passport.
